Please AMEND claims 1,10, 15, 16, and 17 in accordance with the following: 

1 . (Currenfly Amended) A search system for searching design asset information to find 
infomiation. which a user has privilege to access and which is requested by the user, the search 
system comprising: 

a first memory that stores the design asset information; 

a processor that accesses the first memory to retrieve design asset Infonnatlon that the 
user has privilege to access from the design asset Information stored In the first memory; and 

a second memory that stores a session database in which the retrieved design asset 
information is collected, wherein the session database is generated when the user starts a 
session and is deleted when the session Is terminated, and wherein the search system searches 
information requested by the user from the session database, 

wherein 

the first memory Includes a first database for collecting the design asset information and 
a second database for collecting access control information used to set access privileges to the 
design asset information, 

prior to the user conducting a search, t he processor starts collecting the retrieved design 
asset information that the user has privilege to access from the first memory by referring f efefs 
to the access control Information to r e tri e v e th e privilogod informat i on from tho fir s t dat^baso -and 
generates the session database by col le cting the privileg e d information, tho co s slon database -is 
generated whon th e us e r starto a cocoion based on tho firot databaso^ind tho cocond databa eer 
the poo o ion d a tabas e t hat s tores only the retrieved design asset infonnation that the user has 
privilege to access, and 

the processor Is programmed to access only the session database when the user 
conducts a search.

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3. (Previously Presented) The search system according to claim 1 . wherein the access 
control Infonnation includes information of access privilege groups for setting the access 
privileges to the design asset information and information for defining at least one of the access 
privilege groups to which the user belongs, and wherein the session database is generated for 
each of the access privilege groups.

5. (Previously Presented) The search system according to claim 1, further comprising: 
at least one server including the first database, the second database, and the session 

database; and 

at least one client computer connected to the server through a networ|<, 
wherein the user inputs a search query in the client computer, the client computer sends 
the search query to the server, the server acquires design asset infonnation that matches the 
search query from the session database, and the server provides the acquired design asset 
Information to the client computer 

6. (Original) The search system according to claim 5» wherein the design asset 
information is IP catalogue information that includes management information, substantial data, 
and category classification infonnation of IP catalogues, wherein the processor refers to the 
access control information to retrieve the management Information^ the substantial data, and the 
category classification information of IP catalogues, which the user has privilege to access, and 
wherein the third database includes a first retrieved information database for collecting the 
retrieved management information^ a second retrieved information database for collecting the 
retrieved substantial data, and a third retrieved infonnation database for collecting the retrieved 
category classification information, 

7. (Original) The search system according to claim 6, wherein the server searches the 
first retrieved infonnation database for the management information of IP catalogues that match 
the search query of the user and provides the management information of the matched IP 
catalogues to the client computer. 

8. (Original) The search system according to claim 6, wherein the server searches the 
second, retrieved information database for the substantial data of IP catalogues that match the 
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search query of the user and provides the substantial data of the matched IP catalogues to the 
client computer. 

9. (Original) The search system according to claim 6, wherein the server searches the 
third retrieved Information database for the category classification information of IP catalogues 
that match the search query of the user and provides the category classification information of 
the matched IP catalogues to the client computer. 

10- (Currently Amended) A system for searching design asset infomiation comprising: 
at least one server computer; and 

at least one client computer connected to the at least one server computer, wherein the 
sender computer includes: 

a first memory that stores the design asset information; and 

a processor that accesses the first memory to retrieve design asset information that a 
user has privilege to access from the design asset information stored in the first memory and 
generates a session database of the retrieved privileged design asset information when the user 
logs Into the server computer from the client computer, wherein the session database is deleted 
when the user logs out from the server computer, and wherein, when the user inputs a search 
query in the client computer and sends the search query to the server computer, the server 
computer searches the session database for privileged design asset information that matches 
the users query and provides the matched privileged information to the client computer, 

wherein 

the first memory includes a first database for collecting the design asset information and 
a second database for collecting access control infonnation used to set access privileges to the 
design asset Information, 

prior to the user conducting a search, t he processor starts collecting the retrieved design 
asset Information t hat the user has privilege to access from the first memory bv referring f efe^ss 
to the access control information to r e tri e v e the pri vilo g o d Informat i on from tho fir s t database a nd 
generates the session database by coll e cting tho pri v i l Bg e d Information, tho c ess ion database is

12. (Previously Presented) The search system according to claim 10, wherein the user 
belongs to at least dne group, and wherein the privileged information is Information, which the 
group the user belongs to has privilege to access. 

13. (Previously Presented) The search system according to claim 10, wherein the first 
memory includes an original database for collecting the design asset information and a control 
database for collecting access control information of the design asset information, and wherein 
the processor refers to the access control infomnation to retrieve the privileged information from 
the original database. 

14. (Original) The search system according to claim 13, wherein each piece of the 
design asset information includes an Index and substantial data, and wherein the control 
database includes a definition database defining a group to which the user belongs, a catalogue 
access privilege database defining groups having privilege to access the index, and a 
substantial data access privilege database defining groups having privilege to access the 
substantial data. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method for searching design asset infonriatlon stored In a 
memory, the method comprising: 

retrieving design asset information that a user has privilege to access from the design 
asset information stored in the memory to generate a session database in which the retrieved 
privileged design asset information is collected, when the user logs into a server computer from 
at least one client computer; 

searching the session database, when the user inputs a search query through the client 
computer, for the privileged design asset information that matches the search query; 

providing tiis matched privileged design asset information to the client computer; and 

deleting the session database when the user logs out from the server computer, 

wherein 

the memory includes a first database for collecting the design asset information and a 
second database for collecting access control information used to set access privileges to the 
design asset information, 
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prior to the user condu cting a search, a processor starts collecting the retrieved design 
asset information that the user has P rivilege to access from the first memory by referring f efefs 
to the acceds control information to retriovo tho privilogQd i nformat i on from tte - fir s t datab^v sa-and 
generates the session database by co l lecting th e priv l logod informa t ion, tho ooo o ion datobaoo Ma 
gonoratod when tho uoor otorto a oogoioh bacod on tho f i rpt databaco and tho o ocond dotabaGo.

retrieving design asset Inforrnaiion that a user has privilege to access from the design 
asset information stored in the memory to generate a session database In which the retrieved 
privileged design asset Information rs collected, when the user logs Into a server computer from 
at least one client computer; 

searching the session database, when the user inputs a search query through the client 
computer, for the privileged design asset information that matches the search query; 

providing the matched privileged design asset information to the client computer; and 

deleting the session database when the user logs out from the server computer, 

wherein 

the memory Includes a first database for collecting the design asset information and a 
second database for collecting access control information used to set access privileges to the 
design asset information, 

prior to the user condu cting a search, a processor starts collecting the retrieved design 
asset Information that the user has privilege to access from the first memory by referring f efeps
